BROTHERHOOD TO PROTEST 


Decision on Wages of Shop 


Men, 
Clerks, Telegraphers 


and Station Men Pending

Chicago.—Maintenance of way em- 


ployes of the Nation's railways face 
a $48,000,000 wage reduction July 1 
as a result of Sunday night's order 
by the railroad labor board. The or- 
der affects 400,000 men. 


This order, the $400.000.000 slash 


of last July and pending orders af- 
fecting other classes if they carry the 
same ratio of reductions, will place 
railroad labor back where it was be- 
fore the $600,000,000 increase of May 
1920. 


Impending decisions governing the 


•wages of 500,000 railway shtop men. 
200,000 clerks, telegraphers, 
station 


employes and other classes, were ex- 
pected to follow closely 
upon 
last 


night's order, which cut the pay of 
maintenance of way workers from 1 
to 5 cents an hour. 


With their settlement over work- 


Ing rules still pending, the "Big Four" 
brotherhoods and the switchmen are 
not yet involved in any wage dispute 
before the board. 
These classes re- 


ceived a 12 per cent reduction last 
July however. 


Immediate 
consideration 
of 
last 


night's order by the executive council 
of the United Brotnerhbod of Mainten- 
ance of way employes was in pros- 
pect today with the prediction by B. 
M. Jewell, head of the railway depart- 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor, that the decision will be reject- 
ed and submitted to a vote of the men. 


Brotherhood officials 
characterized 


the cut as "indefensible" asserting the 
case they presented to the board did 
not warra.nt the slash. 


The three labor members 
of 
the 


board returned a dissenting opinion 
to the order. The wage cut decision 
was signed by the three members rep- 
resenting the public and the three 
railroad members. 


Money saved by the. wage reduc- 


tions will be expended in much needed 
maintenance work, "according to re- 
<ports of the roads to the boa.rd. Start- 
ing of this neglected work will offer 
employment to 200,000 additional men, 
it was said. 
Wages of maintenance of way em- 


ployes, now ranging from 2S to 
40 


cents an hour, will after July 1. range 
from 23 to 35 cents. 


Common labor suffered the biggest 


cut. This class numbers about 167,- 
000 employes who face a reduction of 
five cents an hour along with 91,000 
mon xvho work around shops, round- 
houses and yards. 


Section, track and maintenance fore- 


men will take a 3 cents 
reduction, 


while mechanics not under the shop 
crafts agreement, were cut 4 cents 
and mechanics helpers one cent. 


In its order the board expressed tho 


belief that after the 
reduction 
is 


made, common labor on the railroads 
will still be receiving higher wages 
than similar labor in most other in- 
dustries.

munications between Mexico and the 
United States relative to recognization 
of the Obregon government leads only 
to an inexplicable attitude on the part 
of the Mexican authorities. 
Why do 


they hesitate to grant the simple re- 
quests of the department of state for 
a reciprocal understanding? 


All sorts of 
curious 
impressions 


seem to have been spread about to tlie 
effect that the United States was de- 
manding something 
extraordinary, 


something which would offend Mexi- 
can pride and sovereignty to accept. 
It has even been stated that the Uni- 
ted States is not satisfied to get an 
assurance that all titles to property 
held prior to the adoption of the Mexi- 
can constitution in May. 1917. shall be 
valid but is asking for the validation 
of titles to property acquired 
since 


that date. 
This statement is abso- 


lutely without foundation. 


WANT HAND RIGHTS 


Similarly it has been bandied about 


in Mexican-American circles that the 
United States wanted the right for" 
Americans to own land on the same 
terms as Mexicans. 
Careful exam- 


ination of the text of the clause in the 
treaty on this point will show that the 
United States didn't ask for the right 
to own but merely to lease for com- 
mercial purposes subject of course to 
Mexican laws. 
The United 
States 


and Japan have such a. provision in 
their treaties and it is absolutely es- 
sential from the Mexican viewpoint 
that foreign capital shall at least bo 
encouraged to the extent of being per- 
mitted to rent land for warehouses, 
factories and other commercial struc-. 
tures. 
Jt ^believed that the MBXI&' 


ran-grovf .nrfiej't now 
fully 
under- 


stands this point and that it is no 
longer a matter of controversy 
be- 


tween the two governments. 


DEPENDS OX MEXICO 


The whole question of recognition 


hinges upon the attitude of Mexico 
which was hardly changed from the 
very beginning. 
It has been urged, 


for instance, that the Supreme Court 
of Mexico by its decisions has inter- 
preted the constitution so as to strip 
the mooted article twenty-seven of its 
retroactive implications. 


Mexico has objected through her 


diplomatic; representatives that, the 
president of Mexico couldn't interpret 
the constitution or perform legislative 
functions. But under the Mexican con- 
stitution tho president has a right to 
negotiate treaties a.nd now that the 
Supreme Court has decided that the 
constitution is .not to be considered re- 
troactive there can be no further ex- 
cuse for delay on the ground that n 
treaty would conflict with the consti- 
tution. 
More than a. year has goii'.' 


by a.nd the Mexicans have had an op- 
portunity to pass legislation carrying 
into effect their interpretations on the 
constitution.

Two cents per dozen pairs for knitting 


on the pi-Ece basis and J3 per day wage. 
The 


total labor cost from raw cotton to finished sock 
is two cents por pair; the lowest wage in the 
world and the highest weekly earnings paid any 
hosiery people in world. 


A single operator runs from twenty to thirty 


Of the newest type frnarhmes knitting women's 
Bilk hose and producing a total of eighty or 
ninety pairs daily. At 4 cents per dozen pairs, 
or one-third of one cent per pair, she would earn 
93 per day—almost no cost — and a high wage. 


Contrast these facts with the tariff atntude of

Atypical repre»"ntalives declares that they r n n - 
jiot exist without a further increase in their 
tariff, because, says he, average wages in the.

In France $7.14. Were he to tell the innh. he 
^rould say that Iho wagp cost per dozen p.-iirs in 
th"? United States is aliout two opnt-= per pair on 
•ocks and twice that on women's silk hose nf or- 
dinary quality, -and corresponcUngJy more for 


"full-fashion^l." 
He pays this; be does not pay 


$."0 per week, nor does any country pay less 
than he doos per pair. That is why one-t'oui'Mi of 
all the hosiery and knit goods made in the I'nit- 
cd States is exported the world over; that is why 
wo .xportod hosiery last year to the amount of 
J-l.OOO.noO and imported only $1.000.000. the im- 
ports being mostly novelties, golf 
stockings, 


etc.. that w? did no! care to mako. That is why 
our knit goods of all sorts go freely all over 
th" world and substantially no knit underwear 
is imported but only fancy novelties for outer 
wear. 


The story of hosiery is repeated in almost ev?ry 


other industry. 
1 "-">vo bore from the National 


Acme company a piece of metal three and one- 
half inches in diameter and four.or more inches 
long cut inside and out into difficult shapes. It 
would take a skilled man a day or two at a forge 
to make this. 
Now a man runs fifteen ma- 


chines, each making one of these in two minutes, 
so the man averages sev?n per minute. It would 
be difficult to figure the wapo cost, and yet he 
gets fifty to seventy centa per hour. This man 
does the work of five hundred men at hand 
forces in the olden days. 
The cost today js two 


cents per piece: that was once S5 or $10. And 
yet the over-greedy

In cotton goo-ds. as said the Tariff commis- 


sion in 1S12. ".Uthough labor costs in the cot- 
ton industry are in many cases lower in the 
United States than in England, yet the actual 
hourly earnings in this country are. in most 
of the principal occupations, much greater." 
We meet all competition the world over in or- 
dinary cotton goods, sending ticking and drills 
to India, whose cotton-mill operatives get only 
a few pennies per dav in wages. 


It used to take four power tools and a forge 


to make a V-o'.t—just a bolt. It was a slow pro- 
cess. 
Today a man simply feeds rods thirty 


feet long into a row of belt machines, and out 
of each" machine com?? bolts, cut to length, 
beaded up. threaded, and the nut put on the 
thread, so fas: as to blur the vision. No man 
can figure the labor cost unless expert in car- 
rying his deeim.-.is out to a far distance. 


" So" in shoes, it is said that labor today doss 


in forty-five minutes, what used to require two 
dav.-' time. H;ch waees and low costs. 


The prnger Sowing Machine company has an 


enormous "trade in the Orient. Japan. China, 
the Philippines, 
which 
it supplies 
from its-. 


American factories, because it is a little cheap- 
er to do so than from their British factories. 
when- workmen earn less per day. but are 
mor" expensive because of their smaller pro- 
duction. 


So a great manufacturing company has re- 


cently closed its German factor." because both 
tho skill and the morale in Germany has de- 
teriorated until the company can only afford to 
operate itt American plant. 


Wh?n the public learns of the low-wage cost 


in manufacturing cotton, silk, and woolen goods; 
certain kinds of cutlery, which are made in the 
r-rlinary grade i-heapor here than elsewhere and 
exported broadcast; pressed glass, some kinds 
of hardware, sanitary ware, ard other things, 
it wf,l insist that congress shall not heed the 
;n<r=e pie;is of those manufacturers. 
The cost 


of living will then be reduced at least ?3.nno.- 
fiOO.f'ftn per year. Our money will go that much 
further: costs, 
as well 
as prices, 
will come 


down, and js-ith lower costs, our world trade 
will be restored, and our factories b" busy. 


The woman who makes l.snn pairs of yocks 


por day must hp kept just a,s busy ;is her grand- 
mother who made in p.-urs a week, and so of 
Iho machinist, who produces as much as five 
hundred men did forty years ago. nnd the wom- 
an who operates twenty looms instead of the 
nr.g'.e loom her grandmoth?r worked. 


All this means lower nitec of duty, and tho 


kind of tariff that most develops- foreign trade, 
while protecting the domestic market reasonably. 


The Fordnty tariff bill is a relic of the past 


century- and the exact opposite of what the coun- 
try needs. 
It, close? the- doors to foreign trade. 


By its American valuation <-laus?. it doubles the 
present duty and lets every pnr-o-fixing group in 
Amorira. determine tho basis of duties on imports 
of competing products. 


Do tho 
politicians at 
"Washington 


pay any attention to suoh evidence? Of 
course not. The special interests won't 
ler thorn. 
Tf the American poople had 


more of this kind of information, and less 
of ihe propaganda of interests seeking to 
enrich themselves through excessive tar- 
iffs we would as a nation lose little time 
takinir tariff making out of politics and 
putting it in the hands of a disinterested, 
competent, export commission.

nected with the management of the new 
theatre will have to be worked out. Se- 
lecting of plays and players will not be 
a simplo matter, with Iho players as stock- 
holders in the corporation.

"consumption"

Nowadays, 


with instruments of precision, doctors recognize 
the disease in the early stage, before the lung; tis- 
sue is destroyed, and with earlier treatment most 
cases recover. 


CVD (cardio-vascular degeneration) is the heart 


artery wearing out which manifests itself in a 
constantly increasing number of persons around 
middle ace in the form of hardening of the 
ar- 


teries, chronic nephritis (Bright'? disease), slow 
heart muscle failure, or apoplexy (stroke of paraly- 
sis, cerebral hemorrhage). There is an early stage 
of CVD in which it is possible to recognize the 
condition and prevent the wreck 
toward 
which 


.he patient is drifting. 
But 
unfortunately 
the 


great majority of patients in the early stage of 


VD not only decline to accept an early diagnosis, 


which must perforce, he tentatively in character, 


t aften resent it to the extent of breaking with 


the doctor who so far forgets himself as to make 
an honest diagnosis 
Bernard Shaw was right, 


as usual, when he told the doctors of London 
some years ago that the family doctor dare not 
tell his patients the truth lest they change doc- 
tors. 
Some patients change doctors about as oft- 


as they change their shirts: others change each 


spring: very few stick to one doctor thru a period 
of years unless the doctor is an a£[ab!c and kind- 
y lia.r. 
Of course every good doctor is 
an 
ac- 


complished prevaricator about secrets, in general, 
jut here and there one actually finds a good doc- 
or who rashly tells the truth about the diagnosis, 
and what is still more remarkable, there are ac- 
ually a. few anomalous individuals who still j>a- 
ron-ize a doctor nftcr he has mad" a. tentative di- 
agnosis of CVD in the early or "purely runction- 
al" stage. 


That meaningless phrase always finds its way 


n here. Of course all disease is functional—dis- 
'ase is nothing else than altered 
function. 
All 


symptoms are produced by altered functions: ov- 
ry sign of disease a physician elicits 
by 
any 


•cind of examination is just the record of a clis- 
urbed or altered function. 
In a, very cruel" way 


only can we divide a disease or disease into "func- 
ional" and "organic;" the ha.bit of attempting to 
so distinguish 
disease conditions developed long 


ago when doctors had only 
dead 
pathology 
to 


uide them, and long before the, invention of the 


•many instruments of precision which are now in 
use. 
As we learn 1o rorognize disease in its in- 


rlpiency or beginning, the arbitrary 
distinction 


of "organic" and "functional" 
trouble 
loses 
all 


significance. 


Notwithstanding all efforts to educate the public 


about tuberculosis there ;iro still many victims 
f<( 


that disease in the incipient stage striving to con- 
vince themselves that they have merely a "func- 
tional" trouble of some sort. 
Vet these are vr-rj 


few indeed when compared with the numbers of 
victims of cardio vascular degeneration in its oar- 
ly stages who persist in experimenting 
witn oil 


sorts of remedies purporting to be 
"tonics" 
or 


good for that tired fueling, nervous trounlo, poor 
digestion, autointoxication, weak blood, run down 
condition and the like. 
Not until .some serious 


development 
precipitates a crisis do they even 


consult a physician.

RAPALLO TREATY 


Berlin — Writing on tho German 


viewpoint 
of 
the 
Rapallo treaty, 


George Bernhard. chief editor of the 
VOSSISCHE ZEITUXO. says: 


"After tho emotion caused at Genoa 


ind in the French Press by the Rus- 
«o-Germjn agreement of Easter Sun- 
flay it is not very easy to make the 
French public understand 
that the 


erman 
delegation 
went to Genoa 


with the sine-crest desires for colla- 
boration with the other 
na.tions for 


thn reconstruction of Europe. 
The 


speech of the German Chancellor at 
the opening session did not only ex- 
press the opinion of the delegation 
but that of the majority of the Ger- 
man people. 
Germany bad no in 


tention whatever of starting discus- 
sions on the reparations 
question. 


The German 
government 
like the 


French government has always con 
siderod (hat all questions concerning 
the Versailles Treaty should be treat- 
ed by means oC direct negotiations be- 
tween the interested 
powers. 
The 


attitude of the German delegation at 
the different commissions soon con- 
vinced all thn other delegations that 
on tho German side there were no 
agro^sivo intentions. Germany's only 
wish was to help the work of the con- 
ference to the best of her ability. 


"These sire facts which ought to be 


remembered even after the conclus- 
ion of the Rapallo Treaty. The pub- 
li'rvition of the treaty, led tho French 
press to imagine that the reserved .'it- 
tit urlo of the German delegation un- 
til that moment was a kind of trick, 
preceding a long prepared 
attack. 


Here 
(he 
French 
press is quite 


wrong. Before leaving Berlin nobody 
thought that the treaty 
would be 


concluded at Genoa. 
As far as I am 


concerned I always thought such an 
agreement 
necessary, and have al- 


ways 
advocated (hat it should be 


concluded at Berlin. 
But tho Chan- 


cellor 
and 
tho 
Foreign 
Minister 


thought 
it advisable to have their 


I'juids free at Genoa on view oX inter- 
national negotiations. 
They believed 


that tho reconstruction of Russia and 
all questions connected with it would 
bo. the. object of common discussion 
by all tho powers present.

Next to the problem of feeding, the 


question of how to make the baby com- 
fortable while he sleeps is tho most 
puzzling of all weather problems in 
the care of the baby. 


The coolest place in the house should 


be found for the day-time naps. This 
will usually be some where on the first 
floor rather than in an, upstairs bed- 
room. 
Quite 
often 
in 
the 
worst 


weather a pallet on the floor of the liv- 
ing room will afford more comfort than 
any bed, but this selection of the best 
place for the baby to sleep is one of 
those matters in which the judgment 
of the mother must be exercised. 


The baby should be completely un- 


dressed when he takes his nap. A very 
thin cotton gown, open at the neck and 
shortsleeved, is perhaps the best gar- 
ment to wear, at least for the older 
bal»y. 
A tiny baby can usually be 


made comfortable in crib or carriage, 
and if he naps in his carriage it can be 


in the evening until the rooms have 
cooled somewhat, or put him to sleep 
in the porch if here he can be pro- 
tected from mosquitoes. 


The main thing is to see that in 


.the course of the twenty-four hours! 
the baby has the necessary number! 
of hours of slee;», even if the usual 
schedule has to bo 
somewhat 
dis- 


turbed. 
• 


A bath in tepid water just before 


going- to bed will help cool the skin 
and make the baby fall asleep motv 
readily. 
No soap 
should 
be 
used, 


and the flesh should be patted gently 
to dry it, not rubbed. A little pow- 
der may be sifted into the groin and 
under the arms and into the folds of 
the skin around the neck, but too 
much powder only makes the irrita- 
tion worse.
